The meeting convened at 9:35 a.m. 
 
The Enforcement Committee opened the meeting with respect to Agenda Item A, review of the written 
procedures for the unintentional violation of unlicensed activity cases. It was unanimously agreed that 
after a minor amendment to this document, this procedure can be forwarded to the full Board for approval 
at the next Board meeting.  
 
With respect to agenda item B, the Committee reviewed the requested Sanctions Checklist and 
determined that it shall remain under review to be deferred until the next E. C. meeting.
